Washed Over the Side.

1 18, lives with his father, Mr 
Alfred Abbott, in the outskirts of Sal- 
onica, with the open country just half 
an hour's walk beyond  Britiah 
Consulate ia on a alight eminence near 
Mr. Abbott's mansion, and there is a 
police-atation within shouting dis 
tance, while General Emilio di Gior- 
gin himeelf, the [hlian offfeer who is 
inapector-general of the so-called “re 
fermed” gendarmerie of the district, 
lives close by 

Robert Abbot was coming home 
from the city by the tramway which 
yannen his father’s gate one night a 
little while ago at 10 o'clock. The 
young man alighted from the tram- 
way cnr, and had just passed inside 
the gate of the carringe-way, bordered 
by high shrubs on one side and trees 
‘on the other, when the hiding brig- 
anda ambushed him and carried him 
off in a carriage 

Tho. brigands had all the advantage, 
because Robert Abbott, though robust, 
is deaf and dumb, His walking-stick 
waa found in the roadway, The brig- 
anda had left behind only a few hand- 
kerchiefs, dropped probably in the

After a time the band of brieands 
demanded ransom, fixed at $129,000,

Bessborough, or eastern reservoir, has 
@ capacity of 718,000,000 gallons and a 
water area of seventy-lour acres, With 
the completion of these reservoirs Lon- 
don possesses sixty subsiding and 
storage reservoirs for unfiltered water, 
having a total area of 1,435 acves, with 
a capacity of 8,834,000,000 gallons, 
This storage would be sufficient to 
»rovide a supply equivalent to about 
[erty days of average consumption for 
a Sepelation of 6,750,000 without 
drawing on the Thames or any other 
source of supply.

Nation's Loss Through Drink. 

Sir Thomas Whittaker, M.P., was 
one of the chief speakers at the an- 
nual “At Home” of the Keighley and 
District Chamber of Commerce, held 
in the Temperance Institute, Keigh- 
ley, Eng., recently. Speaking before 
the large gathering of the commercia! 
and trade leaders of the district, he 
cave some striking illustrations of the 
‘arge expenditure of the nation on 
drink. He said: “The £175,000,000 we 
are now spending on intoxicants rep- 
resents an enormous drain on our na 
tional resources, in view of the in- 
creasing keenness of present day “om 
petition. To illustrate: This same 
amount of money would either pay for 
all the flour, bread, milk, butter, 
cheese, and eggs we consume; or it 
would pay all the rates and taxes 
that we levy; or, if we preferred it, 
the amount would suffice to pa 
everybody's rent; or it would fran 
ur all over the rails and trams and 
leave £60,000,000 over. Our people can- 
not afford te throw away their money 
on liquor, No wonder we have over 
crowding, wnderfeeding, sickness, 
poverty and incompetence, lIrivested 
from the age of 20 years the same ex- 
penditure would provide at the age 
of 60 not a pension of 6a a week, but 
one of £2 for life.” 


Deadly Common Plants. 

The things that give the most plens- 
ure in life frequently can aleo cause 
the greatest pain. Among flowers, for 
instance, the beautiful snowdrop, the 
hyacinth, jonquil and narcissus are 
all poisonous, and to eat the smallest 
part of the root of either of them 
would produce fatal resulta, while the 
juices of the leaves will cause violent 
vomiting. The berries of the yew tree 
have killed many people, and the 
MS poe obtained from poppies has ales

Average Wages In Canada. 


The Census and Statistics Bureau 
has issued a blue book as to wage- 
earners in Canada by occupation ac- 
cording to returns of the last decennial 
census, The aver early earnings 
at beg work of all classes of oc. 
cupations is $347.16 for males and 
$181.08 for females, Trade and trans 
portation pays an average wage of 
$503.62 for oe? male employe. Pro- 
fessional men, including clergy, Gov- 
ernment employes, musicians, teach- 
ors, engineers, ete, earn $676.85 per 
yoar on the average, Average earnings 
of males employed in manufacturing, 
$403.14; in agriculture, $207.56 in do- 
meatic and personal service, $272.46, 
Of the whole number of wage-earners, 
814,990, the males constitute 81.76 per 
cent., and the females 18.45 per cent.; 
and, comparing the totals of all wage- 
earners of both sexes by classes with 
the totals of all classes, it is found 
that the agricultural class gives em- 
ployment to 8.93 per cent, the do- 
mestic and personal class to 26.61 per 
cent., the fisheries class to 0.01, the 
forestry and lumbering class to 2.02 

r cent, the manufacturing class to 
33.85 per cent., the mining class to 
2.03 ner cent., the professional class

Slaves In Scotland. 

Were there once slaves In Scotland? 
A volume on Scottish Industrial and 
tocial history in the eighteenth and 
alneteenth centuries has some passages 
on the subject:

If 
the land was sold on which the coal 
pit stood in which he worked he was 
sold with it like any of the machinery 
of the pit, In 1775 an act of pariia- 
ment was passed which sot free most 
of the pit workers, but it was not till 
the end of the century that this form 
of slavery was quite abolished.”

WHEEL ROOST, 


Novel Plan for Securing Warmth and 
e “Comfort to’ Hens. 


The coziest and most practical de- 
vice imaginable for furnishing warmth 
and comfort to the hens during win- 
ter nights has recently been suggested. 
After a thorough cleaning of the floor 
in the poultry house a stout hickory 

t about two and one-half inches in 
ter is driven firmly down about 
three feet from the wall. If the house 
is small, 80 only one is needed, put 
ft in a corner. Sharpen the top of 
stake and set thereon a discarded 
wheel. This makes an ideal roost, one 
which will accommodate from twenty- 
five to thirty hens, according to sizo 
of wheel. It is remarkable how such 
& roost delights the hens, The spokes 
are all on a level. The rim and spokes 
make a natural foothold, there is no 
falling off, and the Biddies sit in a 
fluffy bunch, as “comfy” as you 
please. 

But the roost ia only part of the 
plan. If the wheel is placed in a cor- 
ner the two walls will furnish two 
sides of the p “bedroom.” Set 
4 post of 1 by 2-inch strip four feet 
from each of the side walls. Nail 
other strips from the top of this post 
(which should be two feet higher than 
the wheel) to the side walls. From 
these strips hang a curtain made of 
either canvas, muslin, coaree burlap 
or oll carpet, according to conveni- 
ence, which can be rolled or put up 
in the daytime out of the way. Over 
the top make either a board cover. 
ing or one of the curtain materiai 
In this way the hens are comfortable

even in a cold house, In many re- 
specta burlap is the best curtain ma- 
— as it admits air, yet is draft 


proof. 

Tho wheel should not be more than 
30 inches from the floor, The “hop 
a box will prove a convenience. 

wheel is also very enaily cloaned. 
Take it outaide and after placing it 
on a bunch of straw fire it for a brief 
space, or it can be readily sprayed 
first on one side and then on the 
other. 

The advantages of this scheme, as 
described in Towa Homestead, are evi- 
dent. The old way of fastening the 
roosta makes it diMocult to succesa- 
fully fight lice and mites, It ia also 
& great economizer of room. The floor 
space thus saved can be kept clean 
for scratching purposes. 


‘The Nag on the Doorknoh, 

A late home comer, walking through 
the uptown residential section after 
midnight, says the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord, would be surprised to see what ap- 
pears to be white crape hanging from 
hundreds of doors and bell knobs. The 
white thing is not an Indication of a 
child's death, however, but merely a 
bread bag that the baker supplies to 
his customers, For years householders

Late Captain Jackman of Newfound 
land Captured In His Time 
662,610 Soals. 


In the death, recently, of Captain 
Arthur Jackman, Newfoundland lest 
ta most famous Viking. 

For over forty Ags this mariner 
aavigated a ship the ice-fields off 
the coast of Newfoundland in quest of 
vals, Some of adventures 
which he was the hero are amongst 
the saad thrilling incidents in m 
inn 


His name is a household word all 
over the island colony for his skill and 
jaring as @ mariner, and as probably 
the greatest and most successful cap- 
tain who ever steered a ship through 
she frozen ocean in search of seals, 

His knowledge of the coast of New- 
‘foundland evoked universal admira- 
tion. He was able to find his wa 
shrough the most dense fogs and furi- 

‘8 tempeste with anaszii certainty; 
‘is record on the coastal service being 
arked by senrealy on wecident. This 
year, for the first time in over forty 
the famous old mariner will be mise- 
ing at the ico, He has gone on his 
ast voyage; the ocean-—eternity; the 
oilo eath, 
His Sealing Career. 

Captain Jackman was born in 1843 
at Renews, where the first of the 
Jackman family settled on coming to 
Newfoundland from Devonshire, near- 
Rf two centuries ago. Animated by 
the spirit of daring and adventure 
characteristic of the race, he took to 
the sea as a pursuit, and sailed as a 
tad with his elder brother, the late 
Capt. Wm. Jackman. Ip 1865, at the 
age of 23, he was given cormmand of a 
schooner at the seal-fishery, continu- 
ing to oh Sage that industry until 
1871, when he made his last voyage 
in a eailer, the Fanny Bloomer. 

Appointed Master. 

Then he was appointed master of 
the Hawk, in succession to his bro- 
ther, who had been promoted to the 
command of the first steamer Eagle 
which had then been brought out a 
new ship from Scotland. During the 
ensuing 36 years he has had com- 
mand of the following sealing steam- 
era: Hawk (six springs). Falson (four 
springs), Norwhal (one spring), Reso- 
lute ( springs), Eagle, lost (seven 
springs), Aurora (four springs), Terra 

ova (six spfings), the present Eagle 
‘three springs). 

During these 36 gare he has brought 
into St. John’s, Nfld., 652,510 seals 
or an average of 15,547 per year, the 
aggregate value being estimated to 
exceed $1,000,000, 

During this period more than 8,000 
men have been under his command, 
and he has the record of never having 
loat one. In the worst blizzards that 
desolated the floes hé always contriv- 
ed to pick up his crews, Some years 
however, deaths have occurred to 
some of his men through colds, or 
other diseases, but in 1897, the storm- 
leat spring in sealing annals, four of 
them di of diphtheria. That was 
the year he killed his trip off the Vir- 
gin Rocks, and waa the only one of 
the fleet to load. He did the same 
again in 1905, and at was the sen- 
sation caused by his unexpected ap- 
pearance after getting a trip away off 

he Banks 
Arrived First. 


On March 21, 1878, he arrived first 
in the Falcon with 21,190; on March 
Si, 1885, in the Resolute with 34,628; 
on March 27, 1806, in the Aurora 
with 29,916, and on March 24, 1905, 
in the Eagle with 92,0064. He also en- 
joyed the reputation bringing in a 
saving trip every year, During his 
career two ships were lost under him, 
the Hawk in 1876, and the Resolute 
in 1886, but the crews were saved 
each time. In 1886, when Bowring 
Bros. took the first coastal contract, 
with the Curlew and Plover, Capt. 
Jackman was appointed to the com- 
mand of the former ship on the west 
route and continued on that service 
for years. In 1889 he and his crew in 
the Plover narrowly escaped death 
while on a voyage from Syd ey to St 
John's with a © of coal, and their 
rescue was one of the most thrilling 
incidents in marine annals, 

His Arctic Record, 

Besides his sealing voyages, Capt. 
Jackman was the pioneer of the New- 
foundland venture in the Greenland 
whaling industry, and went to the 
Arctic seas several years, Command- 
er Peary, the famous Arctic explorer, 
made his first trip there with Capt. 
Jackman in 1886, In 1893, while on a 
whaling voyage, the Eagle was lost, 
and the story of how Captain Jack- 
man brought his crew safely in open 
boats through hundreds of miles of 
loe-strewn seas, is equal to any in 
Arctic annals, and ts one of the most 
stirring in marine history. 

When the “Discovery” South Polar 
expedition was frozen fast in Antare- 
tic waters, and the Admiralty bought 
the sealer “Terra Nova” for a relief 
expedition, Commodore Montgomerie, 
of H. M. 8. Charybdis, who was en- 
trusted with getting a a} and a 
commander, chose Captain Jackman, 

In 1900 he went in the Kite to the 
relief of the American whaling station 
in Cumberland Sound, Baffin Land, 
after a sailing vessel bound there from 
Boston had been wrecked_on Northern 
Labrador; and though it was very late 
in the season when he received or- 
ders to start, he carried out his mis- 
sion with conspicuous success, His 
last great feat was the towing to St, 
foun s, in the trawler Magnific short 
y before Christmas, 1904, of the 
schooner Bessie Dodd, cast away on 
Labrador, Dr. Grenfell lavished un- 
tinted praise upon him for his splen- 
did work on that occasion, 4

Says Newfoundiand Is Sacrificed to 
Americhn Interests, 


Sir Robert Bond, Premier of New- 
foundland, contrary to ex tion, 
succeeded in getting the Newfound- 
land fishery question before the Col 
onial Conference. 

ir Robert moved a resolution to the 
effect that if the Home Government 
failed to support the colonies in car- 
rying out local statutes, but suspend- 
ed of abrogated them at the instance 
of a foreign power, this act would 
constitute a serious infringement of 
autonomous Bye oy 

He ar; that the assent of the 
crown should be given to the act 
1906; that the colony should not be 
fettered by any modus vivendi in car- 

ing out laws approved by it, and 
that the Home Government should 

proceed to define the rights of Am- 
crlean citizens under the treaty 
1818, which, he declared, Newfound- 
land did not want to limit in any way, 
she merely sought justice. 

The resolution was placed on the re- 
cords of the conference, 

The Mail says that Premier Bond 
pleaded earnestly with Lord Elgin for 
nearly two hours, saying, “Unless 
something is done, we shall starve.” 
Elgin, however refused the “pathetic 
appeal of Newfoundland.” e Mail 
continues that Bond nag, f jump- 
ed to his feet, eaying, “It is gross 
humiliation and neglect, which you 
would not dare to offer to a colony 
powerful enough to give effect to its 
resentment, 

“It is most unjust, and TI repeat 
peain that ps are deliberately neg- 
oe us for the sake of American 
nteres 

Gatherin up his papers, the New- 
foundland Premier left the room with- 
out uttering another word, <A few 
minutes later the other Premiers 
emerged, excitedly discussing the in- 
cident. The general feeling was that 
Bond has been badly treated. 

The Standard corroborates The Mail, 
saying the Home Government will do 
nothing in connection with the New- 
foundiand fisheries.

New Norwegian liquor laws are 
successful. The Sondag system gives |

ukase, mandate, reseript, or what 
eVer you choose to call it, instructed 
the newspaper that they would be 
called upon to pay this additional 
66 per cent, and 238 per cent, from 
a date in the past, which was duly 
set forth, Upon the newspapers 
mildly pointing out that this was 
hardly in accordance with the rules 
of the game the great men who guide 
the destinies of the telegraph mon- 
opoly relapsed into a haughty silence 
and sent in thelr bills, The thanks, 
hearty thanks, of the public are due 
to these gentlemen for establishing, 
by thelr conduct, the case for ex- 
tending the authority of the railway 
jcommission over the telegraph com-
